With Maine Power Plan 


Local interest in the future level 
of electric power rates is high as 
Town Manager Richard Bowen con= 
tinues to weigh cost ‘*‘evidence’’ 
compiled by proponents of both 
oil and electric heat for the new 
high school, 

Allied is a fresh statement from 
the New England Council on the 
proposed federal development of 
hydro-electric power inthe Dickey 
Lincoln School area of Maine, 

The Council begins its evalua= 
tion of the project with the premise 
that it will take project foresighted 
and imaginative planning and 
development of future electric 
generating facilities to keep New 
England competitive with other 
regions of the country, The goal: 
cheap power, 

In attempting to evaluate the 
Dickey-Lincoln School Area Proj- 
ect, the New England Council used 
the following criteria (in approxi- 
mate order of importance): 

7 1, The project must provide 
low cost’’ power, It should fulfill 
the spirit of the standards estab= 
lished by Senate Document No, 97%, 
4€,, provide power more cheaply 
than any other alternative 
evaluated on a comparable basis. 
By law, the criteria outlined inthis 
document are to be used in 
reviewing federally financed water 
resource projects, 
cr The project should becompat= 
ible with an overall land and water 
use plan for the maximum develop=- 
ment of New England’s natural 
resources, In the case at hand, it 
should be consistent with, and make 
4 contribution to, the preservation 
of Northern Maine’s recreational 
and industrial potential, 
it The project should accelerate 
€ development of a regional high 
voltage power transmission grid, 
' The Dickey project as presently 
ormulated meets only the third 
criterion, says the Council, 
_ The Council Says itis increas- 
ingly aware of the rapidity of 
technological progress in the 
development of atomic generating 


power plants and the economies 
being achieved in this field; and 
aware also that when plants are 
coupled with hydro facilities 
operating from pumped storage, 
they have a great potential for 
producing power at the lowest 
possible cost and in quantity suffi- 
cient to meet both peaking and 
firm demands, The Council re- 
commends that intensive recon= 
sideration be given to this 
promising means for supplying the 
region’s future power needs,

In reference to a recent ijetter 
published, may I present some 
facts pertaining to public tree 
planting in Andover, 

Within a half mile range of Elm 
Square, well over one-hundred 
young shade trees have been 
planted during thepastten years by 
Andover’s Tree Department, 

The observant citizen should have 
né difficulty finding 36 young 
Maples, Buisman Elms and Little 
Leaf Lindens along Elm Street, 
26 Maples. along Central Street, 
6 Maples along the lower end of 
Chestnut Street, (Main St, to Cen» 
tral St,, ) and 6 Maples along High 
Street, Additional young trees may 
be seen growing on nearly all 
streets in the immediate area ine 
cluding Whittier Street, Summer 
Street, Chestnut Street, Bartlet 
Street, Punchard Avenue, Main 
Street and School Street, These 
trees were set out along Andover’s 
Streets to provide shade and beauty 
and help maintain the aesthetic 
climate for which Andover has long 
been noted, In most cases these 
trees replace ones which were 
killed by disease or ravaged by 
hurricanes, 

In the past five year period 
(1960 thru 1964) a total of 725 
public shade trees have been 
planted along public ways, 140 
more shade and ornamental trees

and 40 flowering and ornamental 
trees and shrubs planted in the 
Park in front of the Junior High 
School, 

In the same period (1960 thru 
1964) records iydicate a total of 
480 street elms succumbed to 
Dutch Elm disease, . These were 
removed along with approximately 
100 street trees which died because 
of disease, drought or adverse 
growing conditions, 


Shade trees were replaced if 
conditions justified planting’ new 
ones in locations where they would 
have a reasonable opportunity to 
survive, There are many sites 
where large trees have been re~ 
moved which are not suitable or 
practical for replanting, Overhead 
wires and obstruction, undere 
ground utilities, (wires, pipes, shut 
offs) traffic and vision hazards, 
cement and blacktop areas, are 
some of the factors having direct 
bearing on whether or not a young 
tree should be located in a 
particular area, These factors are 
of much less consequence when 
planting on school campus or 
private home grounds where con= 
ditions and environment are more 
ideal and trees are less exposed to 
vandalism, street conditions, and 
mechanical damage by motor 
vehicles,
